The senate today by unanimous vote 


adopted the resolution by Representa- 
tive Cummins "Of Lorain asking-con- 
gress to enact laws" providing for the 
immediate deportation-of radical aliens.. 


The house" had adopted 
the resolu-- 
tion last spring.

Work of Slate Bureau of

Columbus'. Dec. IS.—Fred C. Crox- 
ton, former federal food administrator 
for Ohio, and Dr. J. E. Hagerty. fpr- 
Tner deputy 
food . administrator 
for 


Ohio, today submitted to Governor Cox 
pla.ns for enlarging the work of the 
sta!te bureau of markets, in an effort 
to. reduce the high cost of living. ^The 
program contemplates the creation of 
a division of information and market 
news service, a division of "co-opera- 
tive organization, a division of stand- 
ards and a division of publift markets. 
The suggested budgets for the four di- 
visions is $39,350. 
"Apparently the federal government 


has no comprehensive plan ^-to meet 
present needs," says .the letter, signed 
•by Croxton and Ifagerty. 
"While many cost 
of living prob- 
lems are fundamentally nation-wide or 
•world-wide, and can better be handled 
through federal legislation, others can 
toe handled satisfactorily .through" state 
legislation," says. the report. :-'and. in 
many" cases the

government 
must be shown the way by -the state 
governments which are closer -to the 
people." "

Ma0tllan Fam«d «• \Mait Who Found 


tht Pacific and Computed tht 


Work of Columbu*. 


Four centuries ago Ferdinand Jit 


gel Inn Railed from Seville, Bpuln, on 
tin* voyage during which lie discovered 
(lie I'nelnc ocean, named the Straits of 
Magellan and opened the islands of 
tlte Pacific ocean to the people of Eu- 
rope. Ills was the first circumnaviga- 
tion of the earth. Had he not been 
Imbued with the desire to be the gov- 
ernor of a new world, In keeping with 
the promise, accorded him by Charles 
V.^thfe great geographer might hnve 
attained even greater 'heights. 
In- 


stead he died, before the three years' 
cruise was completed, while iiv battle 
with natives of a group of the Philip- 
pine islands. He had discovered tlieui. 
along with Ladrone and Guam islands, 
and was intent on making them' Span- 
ish. 


The discovery of America by Co- 


luuibus had not completely convinced 
Europeans that the earth was -round, 
but the -findings of Magellan clinched 
the argument. He started witli a crew 
of 270 men and five vessels, but the 
on.e ship that survived the cruise only 
took back a remnant of that party. 
Many died of scurvy, a*nd somerfell 
during mutinies and battles' with na- 
tives. 
Magellan Added much to the 


world's geography. 
He outlined the 


entire eastern coast of South Ainertca. 
His discoveries offered .the Spaniards 
new opportunity, and they started to 
lurther explore the Pacific. Spaniards 
found and named California, after a 
character in a Spanish novel. 
Then 


for some unaccountable reason they 
rested on their laurels.

The English paid no special j 
attention to drew. High hats and i rock- j 
coats, once a combination that would j 
never have been sanctioned, were j 
quite popular: but there were home' 
countries which put all they knew into | 
their attire.
